FIXING A BASIS OF RATES FROM WESTERN 

JUNCTION POINTS. 

The speciai committee to which was referred 
by the Trunk-Line Executive Committee tne 
question of the relative basis of rates from 
Joliet, Dwight, Streator, Seneca, and Kanka- 
kee, with the request to make a recommenda- 
tion as to their proper adjustment, unanimous- 
ly recommenas the following basis:

THE CITY’S CANKER SPOTS. 

A brief review of municipal legislation on 
the question of closing saloons after midnight 
may be of some interest to Mayor Harrison, 
in whose hands rests the duty of enforcing 
the city ordinanees. The 28th of April, 1873, 
an ordinance was passed by the Common 
Council by a vote of 23 to 10 ordering the 
saloons and all groceries and victualing 
houses where liquor was sold to close at 11 
p. m., under penalty of a fine of not less than 
810 nor more than 8100. The ordinance was 
tried for a few weeks, but as it did not run 
smoothly, and gave considerable dissatisfac- 
tion on account of closing too early, the 2d of 
June the following modification was adopted: 
Be it ordained by the Common Council of the City 

af Chicago: 

Sec. |. That any person who sball in said 
city keep open any saloon, barroom, or tip- 
pling-house during the night time between the 
hours of 12 o'clock midnight and 5 o'clock a. 


m. shall be subject to a fue of not less than 
$20 nor more than $100 for each offense. 


This ordinance was passed by a vote of 23 
to 9, and of the twenty-three no less than 
twenty-one were Liberals“ engaged in the 
sale of liquor either at wholesale or retail or 
in active sympathy with the saloonkeepers 
whom they represented. While the 11 o’cleck 
ordinance was yoted for by several liquor- 
men, the 12 o’clock ordinance was drawn 
up and carried by them solidly. This ordi- 
nance is the one now in force, but not en- 
foreed by the Mayor. 

The 16th of March, 1874, during Mr. Col- 
vin’s Administration, an ordinance was 
passed authorizing the Mayor to grant 
licenses conditional that the licensed party 
shall faithfully observe keep all ordi- 
‘*mnances then in force or reafter to be 
passed during the period of such license, 
Wand that he will keep closed all doors open- 
mg out upon any street from the bar or 
‘room where such liquors are Sold 
“Sunday, and that all windows open- 
“ing upon any street from such bar or 
„room where such liquors are sold shall be 
provided with blinds, shutters, or curtains 
“Sunday,” ete. In the same ordinance is a 
section forbidding playing for money in any 
saloon. This ordinance, which made the 
granting of a license conditional upon the 
promise of the licensee to obey the 12 o’clock 
ordinance, was passed by a vote of 22 to 14, 
the solid Liberal phalanx voting for it. 
An ordinance repealing the 12 o'clock ordi- 
nance was introduced by some member and 
referred to the Committee on Licenses Jan. 
II, 1875, but no action was ever taken upon 
it. The Council would not even listen to 
such a proposition, although it had a majority 
of liquor men, who could easily have re- 
pealed the 12 o'clock closing rule had they 
been 80 disposed. The fact is that nine- 
tenths of the saloonkeepers are in favor of 
midnight closing. 

It will be observed, therefore, that these 
ordinances, which are still as binding as the 
day they were enacted, were not of ‘‘ Puri-

the politics of Carter Harrison. The grand 
jury recognize this, and also say in their re- 
port that they have every reason to believe 
that Col. Ebersold is a faithful and honest 
official, and that if he were not interfered 
with by the higher authorities he would en- 
force the laws. There is no authority above 
him but that of Carter Harrison. It stands, 
therefore, that Ebersold would close up these 
places or make them obey the laws did not 
the Mayor prevent him from doing so, and 
that this disgrace to the eity is inflicted upon 
it by the Mayor, whe has taken an gath to 
enforce the laws, Why does he not do his 
sworn duty ? Is it asking too much that he 
shall carry out these laws which were made 
by the liquor-men themselves? Has it come 
to this pass that these disreputable dens can 
defy the police, knowing that the Mayor is 
on their side? Well may all decent and rep- 
utable citizens ask how much longer they 
must submit to such a disgrace. 


NEW BNGLAND SAVINGS BANKS. 

The annual report of the Bank Commis- 
sioners of Connecticut, one of the great sav- 
ings-bank States of the country, contains 
some statements as to the condition of this 
class of institutions which capitalists would 
do well to consider in the interest of their 
employees and workingmen generally, and 
which the latter would do equally well to 
consider in the light of their own personal 
advantage. The report shows that there are 
eighty-four savings banks in the little State, 
Whose population does not exceed that of 
Chicago, but whose savings deposits amount 
to ninety-two and a half millions ($92,481,- 
425), belonging to 265,097 depositors, or about 
two-fifths the total population of the State, 
men and women, boys and girls. The most 
remarkable feature of the report, howeyer, 
pertains to the business of the last year. 
The number of depositors was 3,852 larger 
than that of 1894, although business was se- 
riously depressed during the year. Of these 
new depositors 821 put in sums amounting to 
over $2,000 and aggrégating $1,423,331, 
while 3,081 of them aggregated $443,000— 
an average of about $144. The general 
average for the whole number of depositors 
is. a little over $3861. The Commissioners 
further report that the deposits from coun- 
ties engaged in manufacturing have increased 
during the year $2,316,000, while those from 
the agricultural counties have decreased 
$450,000. The Connecticut banks appeal 
directly to the working people by cutting 
down the size of deposits. The Pratt Street 
Bank of New Haven, the largest of its kind 
in the State, will now reeeive but $500 from 
a single depositor in a year. 

But Connecticut is not alone among New 
England States in this remarkable exhibit. 
Massachusetts, with a little more than the 
population of Iowa or Michigan, and 200,000 
less than Indiana, and only three-fifths as 
many as Illinois, or three times that of Chi- 
cago, had the ist of December, 1885, 275 
millions of savings-bank deposits. 

The Connecticut Commissioners state that 
the sayings banks in that State are in per- 
fectly sound condition, with a large propor- 
tion of assets that can be turned into money 
at once with a profit. The same cheering 
news also comes from Massachusetts, where 
a large increase is reported in the number of 
depositors and the amount of deposits. The 
experience of the banks in that State has 
been the same as in Connecticut. The in- 
crease has been the largest in those sections 
of the State where manufacturing industry is 
carried on, and the deposits come from the 
operatives. The Providence (R. I.) Journal 
also says: We shall be surprised if the 
statistics of our own State, to be made public 
soon, do not conform to those of Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut, for employment has 
been general and wages relatively g 
Such a consensus of testimony as this em- 
phasizes all Tug Trisuye has had to say of 
late as to the desirability of organizing a 
savings bank in Chicago for the working 
people in which they will have confidence 
and to which they can. safely intrust their 
surplus earnings. The wonderful prosperity 
of these banks in New England is an infalli- 
ble index to the happiness, intelligence, and 
thrift of its working people. If New En- 
gland workingmen are more prosperous, bet- 
ter educated, and a stronger power in the 
community than their fellows elsewhere it is 
largely due to the savings banks, which offer 
a safe place of deposit for their 
surplus. There is no Communism in 
New England and never can: be, for 
the workingmen themselves are property- 
holders and would not tolerate it. Their 
condition as compared with that of our own 
is an enviable one, but it is no fault of our 
own that they are poorer and less contented. 
What shall the Chicago workingman do with 
his surplus earnings? What can he do with 
them? He has no place to put them, and 
naturally wastes them and does not get 
ahead. Is it not time that our capitalists 
provided him the place? Can they not see 
that it is for their own interests to make la- 
borers happier, thriftier, and more prosper- 
ous, and to rescue them from the clutches of 
the communistic agitators ? 


THE OUTCOME OF SOCIALISTIC DOG- 
MAS, 

Chieago Socialists, like all persons of the 
same faith, claim that under the present sys- 
tem they do not receive an equitable share of 
the products of labor, and yet they would de- 
stroy the personal right of property, which 
alone induces any man to gain more than a 
bare subsistence. Take away the right of 
the individual to own and control property, 
and the struggle for existence and the in- 
ceptive to effort would degenerate into an at- 
tempt to do the least possible amount of 
labor that would keep soul and body together. 
What motive or inducement would there be 
for any man to do more or to work for 
other and lazy people for nothing? Self- 
preservation is indeed the first law of nature, 
but it prompts the savage only to secure the 
food, shelter, or clothing absolutely neces- 
sary to preserve life. Necessity is the first 
spur to human labor and activity, and the 
second is the desire to acquire something and 
lay up a store for the future for himself 
and his children. In tropical countries, 
where nature supplies food without labor or 
price, the inhabitants remain sunken in their 
original commanism or socialism, and in the 
struggle for life they are required merely to 


snow even 1 bdarbarlan is compelled to 
have some thought of the morrow and to lay 
up a store of supplies to carry him through 
thé winter. Wherever human beings are 
unable to live from liand to mouth, but are 
compelled dy their, necessities or desires to 
put forth extra exertions, the right of the 
individual to own and control the product of 
his labor must be recognized. Even the 
North American Indians are Communists only 
in a limited sense, and they distinctly recog- 
nize the right to private property. Each 
savage lays claim to his pony, his gun, his 
hatchet, his wigwam, his blanket, and his 
wife and children. 

The Socialists are opposed to civilization 
fully as much as to Christianity or the mar- 
riage relation. By depriving all men of the 
right to own and control individual property 
they would destroy every incentive to exer- 
tion, invention, and progress. No man 
would strain his brain and toil to produce or 
perfeet an invention or achieve a great im- 
provement when he could obtain no personal 
reward for so doing. Unable to hold or own 
anything, the sole problem with each mem- 
ber of the community would be to work as 
little as possible just enough to feed, clothe, 
and shelter himself. Labor of some kind 
would have to be enforced; but it would be 
like that performed in a penitentiary or the 
service rendered by a gang of slaves, Each 
man might be forced to work his stint, but 
he would play old sojer” at every opportu- 
nity. Men labor only when spurred on by 
necessity or desire, and when the opportu- 
nity for individual gains and accumulations 
was once taken away there would remain 
only the inventive of the barbarian to ghin a 
mere subsistence with the least possible ex- 
ertion. | 

No valuable invention was ever brought 
forth in a Socialistic community. The man 
who first harnessed a horse to a load was an 
inventor, and his purpose no doubt was to 
gain an advantage for himself by this labor- 
saving expedient. So with all inventors who 
have struggled through years of hardship and 
poverty the purpose has been to secure the 
right of property in a new device valuable to 
mankind. Animated by the prospect of fnal- 
ly securing their reward, inventors have 
faeed self-deniai and hard labor from year to 
year, and often from generation to genera- 
tion, in thinking out and perfecting the great 
labor-saving improvements which have done 
so much for civilization and wealth. In a 
Socialistic community, where every man 
would be entitled to an equal quantity of 
bread, beef, bacon, and beer, and no more, 
there would be no inducement to unusual ex- 
ertions. A speedy end of all progress would 
follow such a system. 

But apart from making new labor-saving 
inventions, a Socialistic community would 
have little motive to continue the use of 
those already devised. What would be the 
use of railroads, or steamboats, or telegraphs, 
or steam machinery in a society where no 
man could better his condition or provide for 
his family beyond the common lot? Who 
would build or sustain cities ? What possi- 
sible improvement or advance could there be 
ina community where no amount of indi- 
vidual labor or ability could assist a man in 
getting on in the world, but all would have 
to labor fora mere subsistence and be fed 
from the common trough? It is beyond 
imagination to conceive any means of redu- 
cing the white races of the world to such a 
condition. Socialists, Anarchists, and all 
such cranks want to cut down the tree in 
order to secure more of the fruit. The real 
interests of the working classes will be 
served, not by wild and revolutionary 
schemes to check the sources of enterprise 
and progress, but by wise measures of co- 
operation to increase the productive power 
of labor and the purchasing power of wages; 
to cut off waste and thus give the laborer a 
greater share in the product of his toll. But 
the right to acquire and enjoy individual 
property must continue, or the Oaucasian 
race will speedily relapse into universal 
sloth, loaferdom, poverty, and ignorance. 


“THE WORST SPOT ON EARTH.” 
Mayor Harrison is reported to have said a 
few days ago: One cannot walk and can 
hardly ride along State street without ob- 
serving its character. I expect it is the worst 
spot on earth.” That it is a particularly bad 
spot is the observation of others as well as 
Mr. Harrison. But, strange as it may seem, 
that gentleman is responsible, very largely, 
for its intolerable condition. Citizens, prop- 
erty-owners, and the public press have called 
attention to many of the evils which make it 
the worst spot on earth,” and petitions 
have been presented to Mr. Harrison to in- 
duce him to use his authority for improving 
it by enforcing the city ordinances against the 
people who make it a little hell. But Mr. 
Harrison has done nothing but turn the peti- 
tions over to one of his subordinates, who 
either throws them into a waste-paper basket 
or hides them away in a pigeonhole. Har- 
rison’s.Chief ot Police frankly telis the grand 
jury that just as long as politics has any- 
thing to do with the police force these dives 
(those in ‘the worst spot on earth’) will 
manage to keep open right along.” This is 
tantamount to acknowledging that the dens 
are kept open because of the influence of the 
owners and tenants of the robber roosts,” 
and ‘‘thieves’ dens,” and disrepu- 
table haunts” with the powers that 
be—with the municipal authorities, of 
whom Mr. Harrison is chief. The Superin- 
tendent further says that the disreputable 
people who own and tenant the dens and 
diyes are backed up by an influence over 
which the police have nocontrol.” What 
influence does Chief Ebersold mean? 
The only influence over which the police 
have no control as far as known is that ex- 
ereised by Mr. Harrison himself. The ten- 
ants of the ** dives,” and dens,“ and ‘‘ rob- 
‘bers’ roosts” have licenses signed by Mr. 
Harrison, Has he taken the trouble to in- 
quire into the character of the people to whom 
he issues licenses, or into the character of 
the places in which they carry on their nefa- 
rious and illegitimate business? There 
are dives,“ says Capt. Ebersold, that thrive 
about town in daylight that should not be 
licensed at all.” Has Ebersold told his supe- 
rior of such places? If he has, why haye 
the licenses not been revoked ? Leut. Arch, 
another of Mr. Harrison’s subordinates, 
knew @ month ago that ‘‘ disreputable dives 
were allowed to be kept open. Did Arch in- 
| form his superiors about the matter? Have 
the superiors tried to suppress the disreputa- 
ble dens ? 2 
Mr. Harrison has it in his power to re- 
claim the worst spot on earth” if he wills 
it. He has but to instruct tis Chief of Po- 
lice as to his duty in the matter. Capt. Eber- 
sold can close up the dens, and Mr. Harrison 
can revoke the licenses of the ruffians who 
infest the district, and Capt. Backley may be 
induced to find out whether there are any 
disreputable places in his bailiwiek.

that desks at $3.50 each for the larger sizes 
be purchased for the six buildings, and that 
contracts be entered into for the sanre-priced 
furniture for any school building that may be 
erected during the year. Before this recom- 
mendation was read in the board a reputable 
Chicago firm, through its agent, offered to 
supply desks equally as as those recom- 
mended at 20 cents each and also agreed 
to furnish ample bonds for the satisfactory 
fulfillment of any contract entered into. Had 
this last bid been accepted by the board it 
would have saved the taxpayers in the seat- 
ing of the six schools the gum of $1,200. 
The saving in seating for the year would be 
about $2,500 at this rate. Yet a member of 
the board, Mr. Story, who poses as an econo- 
mist, not only does not want te have the con- 
tract given at the lower figure, but actually 
tries to prevent the proposition be- 
ing read at the board meeting. ‘This 
will strike many taxpayers as some- 
what singular, and will confirm the public 
generally in the opinion that the board prop- 
erly describes itself as a body that dees not 
care about publie criticism, and which utterly 
disregards economy in the expenditure of the 
people’s money. The discussion of these 
bids also brought to light the fact that the 
desks for which it is proposed to pay $8.50 
apiece were offered to St, Louis for $2.50, 
and that St. Louis rejected the offer, having 
determined to purchase a better desk for $8. 
How is it that St. Louis can seat its schools 
at an average of 14 to 15 per cent less than 
Chicago does? And it may be asked why 
the Board of Education, having already ob- 
tained very good desks for $2.19 each, should 
not purchase more of the same kind and thus 
save the taxpayers.on this item of furniture 
alone about $10,000 per year? The final ac- 
tion of the board on this question will be 
looked for with considerable interest. It 
will largely aid the Common Counell in de- 
termining how much money it shall appro- 
priate for school purposes for the current 
year. If it appears that the board is deter- 
mined on jobbery the Couneil should limit 
the appropriation to the t necessities 
of the schools» A recklesly-extravagant 
body should not be intrusted with the ex- 
penditure of money on improvements or new 
structures. 


A Liberal Irish Landlord of Chicago. 

Mr. Ancketell of Bmyvaie, in the County of 
Monaghan, Ireland, is a landlord, but is a rather 
liberal, candid, and therefore peouliar one. His 
estate comes Gown to bim loaded with mort- 
gages and incumbraaces almost equal to its 
full value. The pruperty is therefore in litiga- 
tion—in chancery. The tenants recentiy made 
an application, through their county member, 
Mr. Healy, for a reduction of rents to the 
Chancery Judge, Johnson. The prayer of the 
tenants was granted. Judge Johnson allowed 
20 per cent abatement. Mr. Aneketel] has 
written to the tenants saying tney ought to 
bave received 30 per cent reduction. He more- 
over advises them to pay only such rent as they 
can serape together, and if that amount is not 
accepted to lodge it in bank to await accept- 
anees. He even goes further and acknowl- 
edges that they are under no moral obligation 
to pay rent at all. The landlord—that is him- 
self—he says, should pay the tenants money 
taken wrongfully from themselves and their 
ancestors. He says he igs in possession of his- 
torical documents which show the followmg 
state of facts: 


The lands as originally granted contained 8,000 
acres. They were a portion of the Ulster territory 
from which the Celtic inhabitants were driven oy 
the Scottish undertakers and planters. The grant 
was made in 1636. y were given to my an- 
cestor, Oliver Ancketell, Oaptain of a troop. by 
Charles I., in lieu of arrears of pay to the lot. The 
Captain, being a far-seeing man as well as a thrifty 
one, bought up the soldiers’ shares for a little 
ready money. At this time the land was in prairie 
state. It was mountainous, with a sandy subsoil 
and a thin top of peat. He (the Captain) let it out 
at about d. per acre, and the original income did 
not amount to more than about £50 per annum. The 
tenants soon turned the wilderness into a garden, 
and as the process went on the speculative Ancke- 
tell raised the rents in the orthodox fashion pari 
passu, 

Previous to 1874 there was no record kept of 
the rents, but from certain papers and data in 
hig possession Mr. Ancketell estimates that 
the annual rental was about $7,300 per annum. 
In 1880 the rental was run up to $18,500 per 
annum, and among those who were forced to 
pay part of it were the descendants of the old 
Scottish soldiers who fought under his an- 
cestor. This, inthe opinion of the present 
landiord, is not a proper state of affairs, and 
be proposes as @ solution of the trouble that 
the tenants now purchase their holdings at ten 
years the rental, his creditors to take propor- 
tional sbares with himself out of the proceeds. 
This method of cutting the Gordian knot has 
yet to be approved by the court. Mr. Ancke- 
tell, however, as becomes a long-time resident 
of Chicago, where he rolied barrels at $1.50 
per day, has made a fair proposition. 


Lordly Privileges. 

A decision was recently rendered in the En- 
glish Appeals Court which will go far to ex- 
plain why the British and Irish Lords are al- 
most unanimously Tory and are stoutly op- 
posed to any change iu the existing order of 
things. The decision was given in a case where 
it was sought by the Baglish Exchequer to re- 
cover $125,000 probate duties from the estate 
ot Sir Henry Meux of the noted English brew- 
ing firm. The late owner of the property was 
a lunatic, whose profits in his share of the 
brewing firm avcumulated during bis life until 
they reached $5,000,000. The guardians of the 
lunatic by permission of the Lunacy Judges 
invested this amount ju landed property for 
the benefit of the beirs. The estate appreciat- 
ed in value—contrary to the rule in such cases 
recently in England—and when the unfortu- 
nate Baronet died his beir, also a Sir Henry 
Meux, came into possession of an estate worth 
88. 000, 00 or $9,000,000. The Government of 
the day sought to collect the 3 per cent probate 
duty pertaining to personal property from the 
new owner, but he resisted on the ground that 
it was a landed estate and therefore, under the 
law, exempt. The Goverument counsel insist- 
ed that to all intents and purposes the lands 
were personal proporty, being the result of in- 
vestments arising from profits on brewery 
shares. The Court ot Queen's Bench held to 
this view of the case and gave judgment 
for $126,000 probate duty against Sir 
Henry Meux. But that gentleman ap- 
peaied to the Court of Appeals, whicn, 
withstanding the 2 arguments of the — 
Solteitor-General, Sir Joba Gorst, who must 
have 114 himself in an anomalous position, 
reversed the decision of the lower court, hold- 
ing that the property non personel estate for 
any purpose affecting the present owner.”

After this the bandwriting changed in char- 
acter, and it was with the greatest difficulty 
that the reporter could decipber the scrawling 
letters that had been traced up and down, cross- 
wise and endwise through page after page 
the little book.

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A PLEA FOR THE PRESS, 


A SHARP CRITICISM” OF. OF, CHRONIC FAULT- 
FINDERS WHO REALLY DON’T KNOW WHAT 
THEY ARE TALKING ABOUT. 

CCA, Jan. 2.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
Modern pers servo mankind as spec 
tacles. supply deficiencies of intellectual 
vision, The weli-conducted journal is argus 
eyed; with a thousand lenses it concentrates 
toa focus all things visible. Lately indis- 
criminate abuse of the press has become the 
fashion. Those who have fallen into the habit 
are like near-sigbted poople deliberately break- 
ing their own glasses. A newspaper requires 
the expenditure of more money and more 
brains than any other enterprise, and none re- 
ceives fewer thanks. It is easy enough forthe 
would-be oritiodollmg by day in his comfort- 
able arm-chair in his club to con- 
demn, without regard to facts, the 
results of a night’s mental toil of many bright 
men. How many merchants or professional 
men could correctly review in the space of a 
few hours the politics of two continents, the 
intricate questions of European dipiomacy, the 
debates of Congressjand legisiative bodies at 
home and abroad, and all that transpires in the 
courts, in society, in the churches, on the rail- 
ways, and the seas? ‘Traflic, the weather, 
science, explorations, wars, local affairs in end- 
less variety, all come within the scope of a well 
equipped paper. Its managers are also obliged 
to consider business details and expediency, 
and to superintend the reportorial and typo- 
graphical departments. To accomplish all this 
without committing errors would be super 
human—impossibie. 

There is a great outcry on the part of certain 
persons against newspapers for menuoning 
atrocities that are occurring with startling fre- 
quency in every quarter of the country. The 
publication of a criminal calendar may at first 
giance seem demoralizing. This is a popular 
mistake. Instead of encouraging crime it 
awakens communities to a sense of their own 
degradations. They are thereby aroused to a 
consciousness of the moral cesspools lying all 
around them. Practicai home reforms result, 
just as in the case of defective drainage, with 
its fetid emanations polluting the air and 
breeding disease and death in thousands of 
homes, the evil was unheeded by the sufferers 
themselves until exposed by the press and 
public attention thus directed to its abate- 
ment. The proper treatment of this depart- 
ment in a newspaper has a salutary influsnce 
upon sensation-seekers by disgusting them 
with their own love of licen- 
tious literature. By expending on 
their surroundings a tin of the 
effort now ignorautiy wasted in abusing the 
newspapers, these censors of the press could 
greatiy ameliorate society, thus removing all 
occasion tor these bulletins of blood. 

The newspaper bears to the community 
much the same relation that the mirror does to 
the individual. It should aim to refiect faith- 
fully the whole body, concealing neither blot 
nor blemish. Otherwise it becomes a baneful 
flatterer. People are as foolish to condemn 
the press for exhibiting their moral defects as 
the rowdy would be to blame a looking-giass 
for bis black eye or bunged-up face. In order 
to point a moral or adorn’’ a text the most 
sincere preachers and temperance advocates 
are prene to narrate, with the embellishments 
ot oratory, horrible instances of crime. This 
is their most effective argument. To teach 
virtue they present frightful examples of de- 
p avity. Why, then, condemn the newspapers 
for adopting similar methods? They, too, are 
moral aggressors ’’—John the Baptists in the 
van of progress and reform. 

Every editor will in this connection tell you 
that no class of people exact more of them and 
crave notoriety in print more eagerly than 
preachers. And they are generally cheerfuily 
and gratuitously gratified. They, at least, 
should not be captious, since, as colaborers in 
the fleid of advancement, they are ever the re- 
cipients of favors willingly granted. Cham- 
pions of charities, laborers of love, unceasing- 
ly exposing shams and encouraging enterprise, 
the better part of newspaper-mén are the most 
constant in teaching ruht. They are home 
missionaries, disseminators of wisdom, pro- 
fessors in a universal college, tirelesly toiling 
towards the lights on the summits of perfec- 
tion. Compare with them the littie prigs who 
are ever busy smashing their own glass cover- 
ing with the missiles of criticism. I have seen 
such sedulously scanning sheet after sheet of 
great journals searching for typographical 
errors, much like the monkeys in the primeval!

As judges of newspapers thegare as competent 
as the flies that buzz ou court-rpom windows 
to adjudicate on cases involving millions. 
There is a class of persons who pretend to 
special reiuctance at seeing their names in the 
papers. Generally this is rank affectation, for 
those who are appareatly most squeamish on 
this score are readiést to peruse the personal 
columns and to secure extra copies containing 
mention of themselves. The few who are sin- 
cere in adesire to avoid newspaper notice be- 
come so either from surfeit or from a fear that 
the privacy of their homes may be invaded. 
Surely if the illustrious of the Earth do not 


object to a daily chronicie of their actions, the 


association with such of one’s uame in favor 
able mention should not be distasteful to any. 
Supersensitive individuals, from an exagger- 
ated idea of their own importance, often fancy 
they find hidden references to themselves 
where none are intended. They, too, swell 
the little company of critics whose opposition 
ig beneath notice. In a far larger number 
updisguised craving for personal notice is 
to be found and besiege newspaper-men 
with tireless persevérance. 

I remember the local paper of a small East- 
ern town advertising the sale of an estate be- 
longing to a prosperous old farmer of the 
neighborhood. Great suprise was expressed 
on all sides. On his next appearance in town 
he was plied with questions. “Wall, netgh- 
bors,”’ he said, “it ain't for sale at ali, but my 
old woman, she said she never seen my name 
in the paper, like other folks’, so jest to please 
ber I puts that there notice about the farm in 
that darned newspaper.“ This is a fair sample 
of a common weakness familiar to editors. 

Reporters have the lion's share of abuse» 
Their lot is often ahard one. Few people take 
into consideration the temptations that beset 
these gatherers of news and the diffictities 
that they must encounter. Poorly paid, over- 
worked night toilers, these beginners in jour- 

nalism as a rule have to pass through a bitter 
apprenticeship. Boys of all work, the strain 
puton them is tremendous. Littie recognition 
is vouchsafed them from without, how- 
ever excellent their labor. When faulty 
blame is not stinted. Their range 
reaches from the palace to the slums, from 
Hell to Heaven; they are everywhere looked 
upon with suspicion. Is it strange, then, with 
so many obstacles in their way, that they some- 
times make mistakes? It is wonderful that 


‘they commit so few. Despite all these disad- 


vantages, despite all the condempation that is 
heaped upon them, reporters are a band of 
talented, sprightly, generous men of spirit, 
mostly straightforward, quick to resent insult, 
and grateful for kindness. No profession em- 
braces so large a proportion of tyros with in- 
tellectual grasp. Many are the uncrowned 
heroes on the staff of our daily papers, youths 
burning with inspiration, melting their candles 
at both ends, lacking the appreciation which is 
their due, often dying early, oftimes sinking 
— in the quicksands of metropolitan 
€. 

The political position of newspapers is also 
apt to be misjudged. If strongly partisan, the 
editors are charged with interested motives, if 
non-partisan, with lack of convichon, Why 
should you be less “fair to them than to your 
neighbors, — Opinions you are ready to 
respect and whose motives you do not im- 
pugn? 

Demands for an ideal newspaper are per- 
petualiy dinned in editors’ ears. Their appre- 
ciation of the need of improvement is keener 
than that of the pullic, but they are power- 
less. They have experience, and know that 
this need must await a civil millennium. When 
civilization shail have reached the bighest 
periection, then the ideal daily news- 
paper, as sthi the true refiex of life, 
will become both profitable and possible. At- 
tempt after attempt has thus far Tailed, mainly 
for lack of pecuniary assistance and moral 
support from the moneyed classes who are 
pronest to criticise. The struggies of such 
papers as the New York Nation and the Chi. 
cago Current are warnings to ali practical men 
to avoid launching into similiar enterprises to 
found ‘‘ideal"’ newspapers. Those sheets are 
fit examples of the dificulties that purely in- 
tellectual papers have to meet. How greatly 
are 4 a 1 2 — by the infinit 
variety tenfoid expenses of metropo 
itan dailies! 85 4 

The grandest mission conceivable belongs to 
the newspaper. With inadequate ftinanciai or 
moral encouragement the press keeps apace 
with the times, in fact, keeps ahead of them. 
Alwars a grade better than is surroundings, 
the best type of American newspaper will 
surely fulfill its high mission. the enlighten- 
ment ot mankind, and the realization of the 
brightest dreams of all true disciples of prog- 
ress.

home rule. Gladstone, although silent, was 
not inactive, and be was carefully observing 
the attitude of the whole country aud of all 
perties on the Irish question. His son, Mr. 
Herbert Gladstone, had arranged through a 


press agency to obtain trustworthy news of 


the situation, and another agency has been in- 
directly used to obtain the views of all 
the accessible Liberal members of the new 
House. All of this news was promptly re- 
ceived at Hawarden. The great number of 
Liberal dissents from Gladstone's plan ciearly 
indicated that the divisions in the Liberal par 
ty, which had always been indicated by previ- 
ous utterances of the leaders, had become 
bopelesiy widened. This has been obvious for 
days past to political experts, and they are 
therefore declaring that Gladstone has resolved 
to back down: They are now looking for a 
speedy indication of his retreat, and it is al- 
most certain that this will be given. 

Mr. Gladstone has written another extraordi-_ 
nary letter, this time to the Rt.-Hon. A. J. 
Balfour. who is a nephew of Lord Salisbury, 
and is snen a personal friend of Mr. Glad- 
stone and Sir Charles Dilke that the whole 
of the negotiations between the parties which 
led to an agreement for redistribution were in- 
trusted to him. This letter pledges Mr. Glad- 
stone’s full codperation witb Lord Salisbury if 
he will take up and settle home rule. There is 
a considerabie element of younger and broader 
Tories who favor this course—perhaps a 
total of sixty—and several Ministers are 
said to be among them. But here trouble comes 
in the fact that Lord Randolph Churchill is 
now asfirm as a rock agaiust any concession 
on the home rule question and strenuous in 
bis insistence on his plan of a prompt dissoly- 
tion if an amendment to the address is carried 
or a vote of confidence is beaten. He never 
sees but the politics on a question and never 
pretends that he is more than a strategist. 
Today's Cabinet debated this, of course, for it 
transcends in importance all Other topics 
before them. Whether they agreed or not 
has not yet transpired, but the shrewdest 
guessers believe that Lord Randolph 
Churchill will carry his. point, although 
it is reported the Ministry decided to adhere to 
the local government scheme for Ircland; alsa, 
in the case of the Government being defeated 
on the question, to dissolve Pariiament and ap- 
peal to the country on the dismemberment of 
the Empire “‘cry."’ The question of conceding 
a portion of Upper Burmah to China was also 
discussed, and it was agreed to make such 
concession. 

GLADSTONE AND IRELAND. 

The London Times, in an articie quoted in 
yesterday's TRIBUNE, says: 

However inaccurate or incomplete may be cur- 
rent versions of his [Mr. Gladstone's] views or 
schemes as a whole, it is quite certain that he has 
deliberately adopted the policy of setting up an 
Irish Parliament in Dublin, with complete control 
over Irish affairs. 

The Times, for purposes of its own, exagger- 
ates the general opinion of Mr. Gladstone's 
Irish policy. He has never intimated that he 
would give a Dubiin Parliament complete con- 
trol of Irish affairs. His most recently-pub- 
lished utterances on that question are to the 
effect that be would give an Irish Legislature 
control of Irish matters so long as such control 
sbould not interfere with the imperial author- 
ity over the United Kingdom and with the 
right. of the Imperial Parliament to legislate on 
national as distinguished from iocai affairs. 
He bas adhered to his utterances io Scotiand 
on this question. He would maintain the in- 
tegrity of the Empire, the prerovatives of the 
crown, and the authority of the Imperial Par- 
‘lament while giving the Irish the management 
of their domestic affairs. 

This is not so radical a proposition as the 
Times ‘and other London Bewspagers would 
have the world believe. Mr. Chamberlain pro- 
posed a similar solution of the«Angio-lrish 
difficulty some months ago, and it was calmly 
discussed. The only difference between Mr. 
Gladstone and his Kadical lieutenant was that 
the former would, in order to gratify Irish 
sentiment, call the legislative body created to 
manage Irish affairs a Parliament. while 
Mr. Chamberlain would call it a National 
Council. Lord Salisbury and Lord Randolph 
Churchill would establish elective county 
boards in Ireland and would have an elective 


administrative board take the place of 
Dublin Castle and the crown-ap- 
pointed bureaus. The elective county 


boards would be the same as those proposed 
for Engiand, and one of the principal duties of 
such bodies would be the management of the 
police. The proposed. county boards, as the 
Pall Mall Gazette puts it, would take over as 
the nest-egg of their new powers all the ad- 
ministrative functions now belonging to magis- 
trates in quarter sesstons.“ What are those 
functions? The first is the control of the con- 
stabulary. But it may be urged that the Irish 
County Board law might differ from that for 
Suppose it did, what then? Another 
argument for legislative independence of Ire- 
land would be furnished to Mr. Parnell and bis 
followers. They would use whatever new 
privileges would be conferred on them to en- 
force enlarged demands. Every exceptional

General Stevenson presented this request to 
the Speaker, urging that to put Weaver in 
this position would be worth 5,000 Democratic 
votes. There were many reasons why the re- 
quest had little weight. 

COMING CONGRESSIONAL WORK. 

The real work of the Forty-ninth Congress 
begins Tuesday. The only resuit of the ante- 
holiday session was the change of its rules by 
the House and the passage of the Presidential 
Succession bill by the Senate. Fresh from a 
two weeks’ reovss, both branches are expected 
to enter on the long session with the work 
pretty well mapped out for them. In the Sen- 
ate silver and the President's appointments 
will take up most of the time for 


weeks to come. The House wil also 
wrestle with the coinage question 
early. It will take up the Presidential 


succession bill, and that measure will not be 
acted upon 80 promptly as it was in the Senate. 
Several members bave amendments or substi- 
tutes which they propose to have fully dis- 
cussed, 

The admission of Dakota is likewise one of 
the subjects which will receive early attention. 
In view of the attitude of the Southern Bour- 
bons some of the more radical of the Repub- 
licans are in favor of pressing Dakota's claims 
to Statehood before all eise. On the other 
hang, a pro of the Democrats are in 
favor of a middie course which will proba- 
bly be made the party policy. This is, 
first, te profess willingness to admit the 
Territory as a Whole und to pass an enabling 
act authorizing the calling of a constitutionai 
convention, andthus secure delay. With the 
large Democratic majority in the Housé@ the 
feeling is that some suc urse will be taken, 
and that Dakota will be left knocking at the 
doors of the Union until a Republican Con- 
gress is elected, The Dakota delegation, which 
is here, is very active, but its members are 
not sanguine of doing much beyond keeping 
up the agitation, which is expected to bear 
fruit in the Congressional elections next fail. 


SILVER. 

The overshadowing question is the silver 
policy, and it interests both House and Senate 
equally. The most patent fact is that the 
probability of even a temporary suspension of 
silver coinage is daily becoming more remote. 
It is very doubtful if the Administration will 
sucveed in dictat the line which the major- 
ity of the Democrats, in the House at least. 
will follow. It is less doubtful that there has 
been much conferring with a view to bridging 
‘the gulf between the President and a powerful! 
element of his party. Manning’s bond cali 
was taken as evidence that the Administration 
had put out tne white flag and was ready for a 
compromise if this could ‘be arranged so that 
the advantage would all be on its side. But 
the silver Democrats, taking their inspiration 
from Senator Beck, have become more aggress- 
ive, and want to propose the terms of the com- 
promige. Some of them are willing to take 
the bill prepared by Congressman Warner of 
Onio as a basis. Warner has been at work on 
his bill durmg the holidays, but itis said that 
the changes he has made in the original draft 
are slight. 

The Western Congressmen whom a Washing- 
ton paper got wrong on the silver question are 
having a rather unhappy time of it. Some of 
them went home for the holidays and were 
able to explain to their constituents that they 
did not favor the suspension of silver coinage 
and that they had been misrepresented in tne 
list which placed them on that side. Others 
staid in Washington, and their mail bas been 
rather heavy foraday or two past. Among 
these unfortunates are Congressmen Fuller, 
„ Calaufity Weller's successor in the Fourth 
Iowa District, end Strubie of the Eleventh Dis- 
trict. Both were quoted as favoring suspen- 
sion, whereas both are decidedly against such 
policy. If any of the Western members who 
opposed suspension were yielding to the Wall 
street bullion argument the sort of news they 
are getting from home will stiffen them. 

The question of bow Senator Evarts stands 
on the silver question still agitates many minds 
here. He is claimed® by both sides. An of- 
ficial high in authority in the Treasury De- 
partment says that Mr. Evarts will surely be 
found favoring the temporary suspens'on of 
coinage. He says that so much influence will 
be brought to bear upon bim from his own 
State that he will not dare take any other 
course. This officiai further said: Mr. Evarts 
went to the Monetary Convention in Europe 
asa strong bimetallist. While be was there 
Gen. Garfield sent him a long dispatch in cipher. 
The substance of this message was that while 
silveris one of the great industries of this 
country, the United States cannot afford to be 
placed in the position of a suppliant before the 
other Powers asking that coinage be 
continued. What Mf. Bvarts learned at that 
conference was whully against the further 
coinage of silver. He will certainly favor the 
temporary suspension of coinage.”’ 

The policy of the Administrauon is now said 
to be to ask for the temporary suspension of 
coinage and the appointment of a conterence. 
The Administration e that the 
ebances are excellent for this to be done. They 
even go 80 far as to count the Speaker of the 
House as willing to enter such an arrangement. 

A8 TO THE OFFICES. ;

“PUGGY” O'LEARY SENTENCED. 


THE BRUTAL SLAYER OF TWO WOMEN 
GIVEN FORTY YEARS IN THE PENITEN- 
TIARY. 

“Puggy”’’ O'Leary, who brutally murdered 
his sister and a woman named Campbell four 
months ago, was sentenced yesterday by Judge 
Shepard. When court came to order Puggy ”’ 
was one of the calmest persons present. He is 
a big, stout, beardless fellow, with a red, re- 
pulsive face, and probably weighs 200 pounds. 
He is 23 years of age, but looks like a big, over- 
grown country boy. He was appropriately 
dressed in a full suit of black, and was accom- 
panied by his father and a little brother and 
sister, who sat at a respectful distance. The 
two children spent much of their time crying. 
There were present quite a number of the 
prisoner's former companions—a lot of lusty 
Teilows like himself. 

Amid a death-like silence the Judge pro- 
ceeded to state that the State’s Attorney had 
had the candor to admit that the case was not 
one that deserved the death penalty, and yet 
that the prisoner had escaped it narrowly. He 
then briefly outlined the history of the case, 
saying that the prisoner had found his sister, 
who was living at his father’s house, in the 
company of the Campbell woman, who was 
known to be a digreputable character, The 
two women were in a deserted spot of a prairie, 
indulging in a carouse with three men. Three 
gallons of beer bad already been consumed. 
When O’Leary ordered his sister home she 
started to go, but the other woman called 
her back, and beaped opprobrious 
epithets upon the head of the brother, 
trying in every way to prevent the girl from 
obeying him. Acanof beer thrown in the 
prisoner’s face unfuriated him to the highest 
degree, for he was already drunk himself. In 
his anger and excitemeht be firedasbot. It 
had been shown that the sister had received 
her wound by throw herself between the 
prisoner and the object of his wrath. 

As the prisoner was a man and his victims 
women there was no excuse for the shooting,” 
continued the Judge, growing more serious 
and emphatic. “While the absence of pre- 
meditation does away with the necessity for 
the death penalty (a very poor ase for a man, 
anyhow). the case is so brutal that a long term 
of imprisonment is deserved.“ 

The Judge here made a sign, and the bailiff 
ordered O'Leary to stand up and approach the 
bar. 

Have you anything to say why sentence 
should not now be passed upon you?” inguired 
the court of the prisoner. 

O’ Leary made a nervous movement, changing 
his rest from one foot to the other, but offered 
bo reply. 

The Judge then sentenced him to forty years’ 
confinement in the penitentiary, with one day 
of each year to be spent in solitary confine- 


ment. The ner received the sentence 
with the slightest sign of e and walked 
stolidly back to bis seat. He indifferent- 


ly about the room until his. little brother and 
sister came and sat close by bis side. At their 
near approach he leaned over and rested his 
face in his hands, but when his little brother 
leaned over against him, sobbing, O'Leary 
moved nervousiy. 

The clerk announced that the case against 
O’ Leary for killmg bis sister would be dis- 
missed, and the prisoner was taken back to 
— a Deputy Sheriff waiking on either side of 

m. 


“I have nothing to say about my sentence; 
it’s all right,” said O'Leary to a TRisoune re- 
porter after his removal to the jail. **The term 
is a littie long, but I'll try to live through t. 
I'm a young man now, I guess Tu pull 
through on the two-thirds rule.” 

Were you surprised at the length of the’

“No. I didn’t know what I'd get, but I 
dida’t expect anything better.”

THE LONDON SOCIAL SEASON. 

The London season opens this year a full 
moath earlier than usual, and is confidently 
expected to be of an unusual brilliancy. The 
Queen is disposed to do all she can to make it 
so, although ber babitual reserve will conflict 
with the plans for court levees which Lord 
Salisbury and the Prince of Wales are anxious 
to make the commanding feature of the season. 
Among the means of enlivening the 
social year will be the revival of 
salons by ladies of eminent political asso- 
ciations, led by the family of the Marguis of 
Salisbury.

Lady Rosebery 
and Lady Goldsmid will hold salons, and will 
be seconded by others tavorable to the interests 
of Mr. Gladstone.

BRUTALITY OF AN ENGLISH_ AUDIENCE. 


The production for the first time in England 
of Herbert Maurice Barrymore's strong anc 
effective drama, Nadjezda,”’ at the Haymar- 
ket Theatre tonight, was not dev6id of excit- 
ing incidents. It is a work of remarkable 
force and virility, of cumulative interest and 
marked originality. Yet the performance to- 
night, owing to tne brutality and partisanship 
of asmalil but nolsy element in the audience, 
almost provoked a riot. 

The character of Nadjezda was assumed to- 
night by Miss Emily Rigi, whose career 
on the American stage is well re 
membered. At the beginning Miss Rigi 
made an excellent impression; her action 
was graceful and picturesque, and the effect 
of her speech seemed to lose nothing from its 
soft, scarcely perceptible foreign a t. But 
the ruffianiy and cruel behavior of the cock- 
ney occupants of the top gallery caused poor 
Miss Rigi to lose both her seif-possession and 
her command of the English tongue during 
the last two acts of Mr. Barrymore’s play. She

A Moral Indictment Against the City 
AuthoritiesWhat the Mayor 
Says. 


The grand jury for the December term hand- 
ed in its final report yesterday afternoon to 
Judge pard and received its discharge 
from ther service. Forty-three true bills 
and ywenty ignored bills were included in the 
report. The report begins with an account of 
the visits of the body to the County Hospital, 
Infirmary, Insane Asylum, and House of Cor- 
rection, allof which were reported to be clean 
and supplying their inmates with wholesoms 
food. There were the usual complaints made 
against the crowded condition of the Insane 
Asylum and Poorhouse. 

The report stated that on inspecting the jail 
in accordance with the law the grand jury bad 
found the women's, boys’, and insane depart- 
ments clean and in good condition, but that 
the larger portion in which the adult males 
are confined was filthy and unt for the con- 
finement of prisoners. The prisoners com- 
plained of the food turnished them. Twenty 
or thirty of the prisovers questioned by the 
grand jury desired them to give the food an 
examination. The rations were found to con- 
sist of a small loaf of bread at each meal with a 
plain cup of coffee morning and evening and a 
bowl of soup at noon, 

The bread, the report says, was sour and un- 
palatable, and the soup little more than hot water 
with a potato and small piece of meat added. The 
prisoners claim that the coffee is made from a cheap 
substitute for the coffee bean, and that it is unfit to 
drink. That its character might bo determined, a 
committee of this body asked for a sample of it, 
but the clerk of the jail peremptorily refused to 
furnish it, as we understood, by order of the Sher- 
if. Itis our opinion that the statute which re- 
quires that those detained in the County Jail sbail 
receive wholesome food in sufficient quantities 
three times a day is not being complied with. 
Were it not that the terms of jail imprisonment are 
generally short, and that ail prisoners who have 
either money or friends get a portion of 
their food elsewhere, we believe that the health of 
those detained there would compel the jailer to 
furnish a greater variety and better food. 

Owing to our inability to get a sample of the 
food as mentioned above, we have been unable to 
determine its exact value. We have, however, in- 
spected the food at the other county institutions 
and the city House of Correction, ahd ascertained 
its cost. Basing our opinion on the information 
there obtained, it is our belief that the cost of the 
diet furnished the prisoners in the jail is less than 
one-third of the 30 cents per day which the Sheriff 
receives. In addition to this enormous profit we 
understand the county pays the same for those 
who get their food elsewhere. 

At all 


the other county institutions the 
county furnishes food directly, as does 
the city at the House of Correction. The cost of 
the food at the Insane Asylum for the last year 
was 23 cents per day for each patient. The tadie 
is furnished with as great variety as is provided 
by the ordinary citizen for his own use and is the 
same as that given all the employés of the insti- 
tution. In addition to this patients receive such 
luxuries as are prescribed by the physician in 
charge. The table at the infirmary is less ex- 
petisive than that at the asylum, yet we were in- 
formed that good meat was included at each meal 
and the food is probably more wholesome and 
better prepared than the average inmate obtained 
when providing for himself. 

The food for an inmate of the House of Correc- 
tion costs about 9 cents a day. At the asylum we 
found the food wholesome, and we believe it to 
be a proper diet for those for whom it is provided. 
It is also our opinion that the prisoners at the jail, 
many of whom are unconvicted of crime, should be 
as well fed us the paupers at the infirmary and the 
inmates of the House of Correction. . 

As the law is pointed out to us the County Com- 
missioners may make a contract with the Sheriff 
for dieting the prisoners at the Jail, but can only 
allow him a sum sufficient to cover the actual cost 
of the same. It would seem from our in- 
vestigation that the Sherif has been paid 
by the county a large stm of money in 
violation of this law, and we mend that 
the county authorities take the n ary steps to 
recover from him such amounts as he has drawn 
in excess of the actual cost of the food furnished. 

In conclusion we recommend that in case the 
present contract system of dieting prisoners in the 
Jail is to be continued the amount and character of 
the food de determined oy the contract, and that it 
be made the business of some competent person 
to inspect it and see that the p ners receive 
that for which the county pays. food of no 
one should be determined by the avarice or gen- 
erosity of a jailer. 

» GOING FOR THE POLICE. 

Having discovered, as many of our predecessors 
discovered, that the majority of the cases of rob- 
bery sent to the grand jury by the different Police 
Justices of Chicago originated in the low sa- 
loons in certain districts of the city, 
the proprietors of which are licensed 
to carry on their nefarious business by the City of 
Chicago and enjoy immunity from the police 
authorities thereof, a committee of our body was 
duly appointed to aagertain if such charges of irre- 
guilarities and flagrant dereliction of duty on the 
part of the police force were true. The committee 
reported that they were, and that, furthermore, the 
ordinance requiring the closing of salvons at mid- 
night has by long custom become a dead letter in 
the community, and a partiality seems to exist in 
favor of desseries ot the very lowest character, 
and which have been described upon the sworn 
testimony of policemen before our body as rob- 
bers’ dens. With regret we report that it is post- 
tively known to us that the administration of 
affairs in the First Police District is in a condition 
of deplorable rottenness. Dives of the lowest order 
defy the city ordinance by keeping open from dawn 
until midnight, and from midnight till dawn— 
wherein congregate disreputable women, thieves, 
and criminals well known to the police of the dis- 
trict, and upon Our oeths as grand jurors we blush 
to say that policemen have been seen in full uni- 
form tippiing with disreputables in the same dens 
long after the midnight hour. We deemed it our 
duty to summon the Superintendent of Police and 
the officers in charge of the First Police District 
before us to explain why these abuses were tol- 
erated, and in every instance they unhesitatingly 
swore that they were not personally aware that any 
saloons in their district were open at unlawful times. 
Su perintendent- of- Police Ebersoid we have every 
reason to believe is an honorable, conscientious 
official, and if left free by a higher authority to 
execute the laws would do 80 fearlesly and in a 
satisfactory manner. In his testimony before our 
body he struck the key-note of the situation when 
he said: “I am not entirely unaware that such 
abuses as the grand jury complains of exist, but

If the session of the grand jury 
could bave been prolonged for about three 
days more a number of prominent individuals 
would have been mdicted for renting their 
premises for disreputable purposes.“ 

WHAT THE MAYOR SAYS. 

The Mayor was seen after the grand jury's 
report was made public, and its statements re- 
peated to him, as he had not seen it. 

“I have told Superintendent Ebersold.“ he 
said, that he must carry out the orders given 
to Doyle. I told Doyle that I wanted State 
street made as good as it could possibly be, 
and that the low dives were to be stopped. If 
the grand jury say that politics cut avy figure 
here in connection with the State street dives, 
I have simply to say that I am ready to indict 
the grand jury for making a faise statement. 
It is absolutely, and out ot whole cloth, false. 
If i find any policemen drinking in saloons or 
associating with disreputable people I'll take 
their stars away instacter. It grand jurors 
saw such a thing why didn’t they come to me 
and give me the numbers of the policemen? I 
told Ebersold when I made him Chief to in- 
struct the Captains and other officers to make 
a personal examination, and whenever they 
found a policeman fraternizing with disreput- 
ables not to prefer a charge, but to dismiss 
him peremptorily. I told Doyle, and have 
told Ebersold, to report to me any and every 

ace that they thought unfit to run, and I 

ave never refused to revoke the license of 
such a place reported to me. The mis fort- 
une is that so much has been said about cam- 
bling in saloons that policemen make it an 
excuse for going into them, when, possibly, 
some may go in for another purpose than to 
look into abuses. It is impossible for me to 
make a silk purse out of a sow's ear. I try 
my level best f make honest officers out of 
the men I put on the force, and there never 
was such scrutiny as when the 300 were added 
last winter. Last spring I felt that there were 
some things that had not been attended to as 
carefully as they might have been, and I 
promised the people that I wouldtry to correct 
whom. 

“Will you close the State street dives?” 

1 have given instructions to look after 
them. But no complaints have been made to 
me about them. When Buckley was transfer- 
red to the armory,’ continued the Mayor, I 
told him [ wanted him to keep those places 
straight, and he said he would do so. The 
best thing that can be done is to license some 
saloons to keep open all night. One such sa- 
loon would be as good as 100 policemen, be- 
cause the proprietor would wateh the unk 
censed places, and report to us if they were 
open. They all stand in together now. Polt 
tics doesn’t controithe police force. It may be, 
bowever, that Aldermanic influence at the 
police courts prevenis the punishment of 
the men who violate the law. I don't 
want to send policemen into these places, 
because they may drink. It is better 
ior the city that they sbou!d remain outside. I 
haven't bad time to look into such matters for 
several months. As soon as my finger gets well 
I intend to go around in disguise anu find out 
what is going on, and if I see anything bad I 
wil stop it. Ihave no objection to concert- 
saloons if the music is good. I shut up one or 
two places where there was a howling noise.“

HILL GIVES UP THE THIRD AVENUE AS A 
LOSING VENTURE—THE VOKES-STETSON 
CONTROVERSY. 

New Tonk. Jan. 2.—([Spécial.|—Jobn A. 
Mackay is the comedian in a burlesque now 
running bere. There is a mania among the 
actors thus employed in New Lors to adver- 
tise themselves by means of humerous ex- 
ploits. An account appeared in a daily jour 
nal early this week ot Mackay having observed 
a coachman nodding sieepily on his box, while 
bis old dowager of a mistress was in a store; 
whereupon, it was said, the actor stepped to 
the curb, opened and slammed shut the door of 
the carriage, spoke politely and raised his hat 
to a presumed inmate, and then remarked to 
the driver, Home! Convinced that the lady 
was within, the servant drove off with the 
empty vehicle. Later a dramatic paper called 
attention to the fact that the anecdote was 
ancient in the annals of jocosity, and charged 
the reporter with wickedly plagiarizing it. This 
got the young journalist into difficulty at his 
office, and he had to save his place by proving 
that he actualiy witnessed the feat by Mackay 
exactly as described. The evidence was con- 
vincing that the actor had been simply mimetic 
in the matter, and had waited until he got the 
right audience before giving the performance. 
Thus elaborate has the art of advertising be- 
come. 

The Third Avenue Theatre is tonight once 
more abandoned by a losing manager. J. M. 
Hill is the present deserter. He is said tohave 
sunk $24,000 since bis iease began, at the com- 
mencement of the present season. The house 
is big and handsome, and is situated in a re- 
gion which, its builders thought, would yield 
full audiences at cheap prices. McKee Rankin 
was the first manager, and he went out a bank- 
rupt in four months. One of the incidents of 
his term was the playing of Forty-Nine to 
a matinée audience that actually num 
fewer persons than were engaged in the cas 
The representation was gone through with 
grim gravity and perfect conscientiousness. 
The next tenant was Miss Kate Claxton, who 
lost a good portion of her considerable wealth. 
Next, Tony Pastor and Mike Leavitt tried a va- 
riety show there, and the experiment cost them 
thousands, which both were welPable to stand. 
Last fall when Mr. Hill came to town to take 

on of the Union Square Theatre, he 
bired the Third Avenue as a side venture, be- 
lieving that a more persistent maintenance of 
first-rate performances would eventually estab- 
lish a popularity. But he is convincoed_of his 
error, and has ceased with the first week’s prof- 
itable engagement of the season—that of Slug- 
ger Sullivan with a minstrel company. The 
house will now become a dime museum. 

A ourious controversy is the result of the 
venture by the Rosina Vokes comedy company 
in America. Jobn Stetson, the manager under 
whom they are playing, bas taken 
paing to announce that they bave not done

He was not a producer or developer, but 
chiefly a gambler, and gambling is the only 
vice in existence which is in no way allied to 
any good. Other pleasures, even as sins, 
stimulate man to work to get money, but the 
gambier’s gain and his pleasure are identical, 
80 that the world wins nothing by him. The 
greatest injuries which have been inflicted on 
America have come directly from the great 
‘Specuiatorsy the kings of the market, the 
Colossuses, not of Rhodes, but of, railroads, 
Could the grain of America have gone directly 
from the farmer in the Far West to Engiand, pay- 
ing on its way tolis which were fairly distributed 
in many ways—as, for instance, ,for transit, 
shipment, etc.—all nad been well. But the 
speculators gathered it up and heid for a rise, 
and so made the highest possible price.

A good deal has 
been said of Vanderbilt having offered or 
given Gen. Grant $150,000, but this was about 
as much for him as it would be for an average 
citizen to give a dollar, nor would 
all the benefactions of bis life have placed bim 
pari passu on a par with the very great number 
of people whom I could enumerate who give 
away fully one-tenth of their incomes in char- 
ities. Over the way, in sicht as I write, are 
Langham Chambers, in which about forty 
ladies are learning the minor arts with a view 
to qualify themselves to teach the poor or 
young. All ot them intend to do this charity 
without pay. That it may not be thought that 
I am attacking the mere millionaire I cite with 
the utmost admiration the counter-example 
of that imoredibly generous man, Gov. 
Stanford of California, who, as I have heard, 
intends to give $15,000,000 to found a universi- 
ty which is to be up to the wants of the age. 
But the trouble is that, as capital constitutes 
the life of a country, if a few men get control 
of it there is too much risk in depending on 
their public spirit. Therefore, as Horace 
Greeley once said to me in conversation: 
* Any man with more than a million is a nui- 
sance.”

This isa rather deeply-toned foggy day, even 
for London. No American who has not passed 
a winter in London bas any idea of what one 
of its fogs is like.

MASSENET’S MANON LESCAUT.” 

According to the New York papers, _Mapile- 
son's performance of Massenets Mason,“ for 
the first time in America, was so hastily and 
imperfectly prepared, and so indifferently car- 
ried through, in consequence of the smal! audi- 
ence present, that only a very poor idea of the 
work in its integrity could be obtained from it. 
Concerning the opera itself the New York 
Tribune testifies as follows: 

Compared with Manon the lady of the 
cameilias is saintly; and the Manonof the 
opera is worse than the Manon of the romance. 
The latter, with her frivolity and wickedness, 
is one of those characters which disarm weak 
human nature of the condemnation which 
justice demands shall be pronounced; the for- 
mer has none of this potent charm—at least 
not the Manon of the libretto. The heroine is 
presented to us in two characters. Meilnac 
and Gille’s Manon is in every respect unamia- 
bie; Massenet’s Manon has about her a certain 
honest ingenuousness and unconscious pat hos 
which obtain for her ourpardon. We forgive 
the singer while we condemn the player. Par- 
adoxes of th.s kind are not infrequent in opera; 
Mozart's Don Ottavio is a beaveniy mi: 

It will be guessed from what has been said 
that Massenet bas aimed at character delinea- 
non in his music. He bas not only attempted 
it, he has been extremely successful. The 
principal people of the play are all associated 
with melodic phrases, which as they multiply 
and are made to recur again and again acquire 
a symbolic meaning that is unmistakabie. It 
is a tair question, whea a composer makes use 
of this principle of composition—a principle 
which did not come in with Wagner, but was 
developed to its extremert and most logical 
conciusion by him—whether he does so from 
mmost dramatic necessity or because he sees 
in M a crutch to sustain a balting and unpro- 
ductive fancy. The answer is of course to be 
read in the character of the melodies invented 
and the use made of them. In both respects 
M. Massenet is entitled to considerable praise. 
His characteristic melodies are not numerous, 
and not more than three or four of them are 
strikingly effective, but they are treated with 
seriousness of purpose and consistency. 
Though he makes no use of Wagner's 
profound system of combination and trans- 
formation, bis ingenuity in the handimg 
of bis orchestra saves the score from the charge 
of monotony. Manon bas a meiody, two bars 
long, of quavers in 68 time, the second and 
third notes and fifth and sixth syncopated, 
which usbers her into the drama and cleverly 
publishes the simpicity in her nature: des 
Grieux bas a must expressive phrase in 12-8 


fataliem in it; Lescaut is portrayea in sharply 
marked but merry rhythms, as becomes a care- 
less so.dier unembarrassed by any nicety of 
honor. The first evil step in the career of the 
lovers is kept before us in tue recurrence of 
the subject of the duet in which the p.easures 
of Paris are sung, and when Manon’s theme 
returns in the ue u fas «a mourutul 
eloquence which cannot fail to impress the 
most indifferent listener.

Harper's Bazar: Tulle skirts with a low 
pointed corsage of velvet, satin, watered silk, 
or silver brocade are fashionable for ball 
dresses and for the opera which often precedes 
the ball. Débutantes and very young ladies 
wear plain white tulle combined with beaded 
or silyered tulle. The newest tulles, either 
white, pink, blue, mauve, or bright yellow, are 
studded with single beads of white or cviored 
pearl the size of a pea, or else they are 
dotted with silver beads, or there 
may be graduated eilver beads strung 
to form loops al over the fabric. 
Some other new tuilles have pendants of pearis, 
gold, or silver, like sequins; this * bangled 
tulle,” as it is called. is best liked with silver 
on white. There are also powdered metallic 
dota of gold, bronze, or silver, with a prefer- 
ence here also for silver. Chenilie and floss- 
embroidered tulles are passé. The fancy 
beaded and silver tulles are used asa diagonal 
scarf-like apron over plain tulle, and some 
times they veil the entire back of the skirt; 
they also form the bosom drapery or bertha on 
the iow waist. 

The skirts of tulle dresses just touch the 
floor; demi-trains are the exception, but are 
sometimes worn by young married ladies. All 
pleatings, flounces, and ruchings are out of 
favor, and, if used at ell, are underneath, 
where they are but little seen, but serve to 
support the diaphanous tulle. The foundation 
skirt of inexpensive sil or satin the color of 
the tulle bas a pleated frillseton the edge, is 
lined high inside with white lawn, and bas a 
very wide baiayeuse of lace, usually in two 
deep ruffies. The bustivs and steels are set on 
very high, though many ladies object to steels 
in these licht dresses. The whole silk gkirt is 
then veiled with a skirt of net of the same 
color, which is gathered at the belt and falls 
free, with the edges not hemmed, or 
else the back may be caught in near 
the foot as a puff; this is merely 
to support the thinner tulle skirts; there may 
be added at the foot a box-pleating and a side- 
pleating of tulle laid upon each other. In 
front a flounce that is visible as a footing may 
be made of plain tulle with three bias folds of 
thin French crape, each an inch wide, as a 
trimming, and this flounce may have scarfs or 
knots of beaded tulle or of watered ribbon. 
Above this flounce a breadth of the beaded 
tulle is draped diagonally, beginning high on 
the right hip, and the flowers are added in 
lengthwise vines, usually from four to six in 
number, following the slope or curve of the 
draped tulle to the foot of the skirt. Bows of 
inch-wide watered ribbon form a ladder down 
the left side, or else this ribbon is pointed in 
three triangles from the waist down with a 
long-looped bow at each lower point. 

The back of the skirt is straight and flowing, 
in water-fail or ballet skirt style, being made 
of four thicknesses of tulle, layer upon layer, 
all of the same length, each two breadths wide, 
gathered to the bolt, failing straight to the 
foot, and with uncut edges, entirely concealing 
the supporting flounces of tulle and silk already 
noted. Three layers are of plain tulle, and the 
outer one is beaded or spangled, or else the 
outside layer may also be p.ain, and trimmed 
with tbree bias folds of French crape or rows 
of watered mbbon across the foot and up the 


sometimes laid in six side pilaite, three each 


side, turned to meet in the middie. The under 


layers must be slightly tacked to the satin 
toundation skirt to make them conform to its 
shape, but must not be flattened so muon as to 
destroy the light fleecy appearance, A sash of 


watered or satin ribbon eight or ten inches 


wide is in two short loops and two longer ends 


either directly behind or else slightly toward 


one side. 

The low corsage is rounded off the shoulders, 
or else pointed in tront and back, and the points 
beiow the waist are very sharp, slender, and 
long, being eight or ten inches beyond the 
waist line. Two or three cords finish these 
points, The sleeves are a bias fold of the vel- 
yet, satin, or silk of the material, with a tuile 
frill inside that bas a narrow ribboo string run 
in its beading to tie it closely onthe arm. The 
neck has a scarf or bertba of the beaded or 
spangied tulle with bias folds of plain tulle or 
crape on the top next the flesb. The back is 
laced. A spray of flowers is placed directly in 
front of the neck, another on the left shoulder, 
and a roset of the watered ribbon on the 
other shoulder. Sometimes a satin waist is cov- 
ered ali over with the beaded tulle.

THE CONGRESSMAN WHOM SECRETARY BAY- 
ARD DOESN’T WANT TO BE CHAIRMAN OF

Curtin of Bellefonte, Pa., was born 
in that city in 1817. His father, Howland Ourtin, 
was born in Ireland and came to this country in 
1798.

Andrew G. was sent to Dickinson College, 
where he studied law. He became Superintendent 
of Public Instraction, and in 1854 was made Secre- 
tarv of the Commonwealth. In 1860, just upon the 
outbreak of the War, he was elected Governor of 
Pennsylvania, and by his firmness did much to 
further the Union cause. He was reBlected in 
1868. In 1869 he was sent as Minister to St. Peters- 
burg. He bas been chosen to represent the Twen- 
tieth Pennsylvania District in the Forty-seventh, 
Forty-eighth, and Forty-ninth Congresses. }

One of the most important events of the 
winter—an event which may, perhaps, lead to 
great and brilliant results and hereafter be ro- 
garded as momentously bistorical—is the open- 
ing of the American opera, which is to occur 
next Monday evening at the Academy of Music. 
A tew days ago I noticed on Fourteenth street 
a significant process which was going on tue re 
in Connection with this opening. The old 
scenery and stage properties of Mapleson's 
Itallan opera were being mournfally brought 
out from the Academy, deposited in a state of 
dejection on the sidewalk, and carried away 
in trucks, while numerous porters were con- 
stantly arriving and carrying into the Academy 
the gorgeous and glittering furniture of the 
new enterprise and boxes filled with the rich- 
est and most superb costumes. The warfare 
between Italian opera, as represented by 
Mapleson, backed up by conservative “old 
family ” subscribers to the Academy, and Ger- 
man opera, as represented largely by the 
newer elements in rich and fashionable society, 
which maintainea the Metropolitan opera- 
house, began over two years ago. The first 
winter the struggle seemed likely to terminate 


} after the manner of che Kilxenny cats 


combat, for both sides were nearly used up at 
the end of the season. However, the iosses 
were made up by assessments, and the struggle 
was renewed iast winter. German opera at 
the Metropolitan came out rather ahead that 
time; and this season the Italian has prema- 
turely come to final disaster. 

It is a great revolution trom the old order of 
things when Italian singing was sole and su- 
preme in New York. Even four years ago it 
was almost an impossibility to hear one of 


Wagner's music dramas in the metropolis. 


But next week two of them will be given 
the same evening: Lohengrin,“ by the Amer- 
wan Opera, and The Meistersinger at the 
Metropolitan. The conflict of the two schools 
and the collapse of the Italian company bave 
at least deen very useful in one respect; they 
have opened, just in the nick of timé, a field 


for American opera. A more extraordinary

enterprise in the line of fine 
never been undertaken in this city than 
the one which is now on the threshold of 
its career. At its head are a number 
of rich ladies aod gentlemen in various 
parts of the country, so that it is by no means 
a local affair. Among them are Mrs. F. B. 
Thurber, Mr. and Mrs. August Belmont, WII 
iam K. Vanderbilt, Henry G. Marquand, Henry 
P. Higginson of Boston, Howard Hinkle of 
Cincinnati, A. F. Tripp of San Francisvo, and 
Frank Thomson of Philadelphia and the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad. But it is well known that 
F. B. Thurber was the leading spirit in the 
undertaking. For several years past we have 
beard rumors, from time to time, that some 
mysterious person of vast means was about to 
endow an American conservatory or college of 
music on a grand scale, with Theodore Thomas 
at its head; but it was only three or four 
months ago that these rumors were trans- 
muted into reality and took the more at- 
tractive form of an operaticsinger. Since then 
an incredible amount of work bas been done. 
Singers have been engaged, an enormous 
chorus of about 110 men and women bas been 
collected and carefully drilied, and the scenery 
and costumes ior ten or twelve operas have 
been put inband. Near the Academy a large 
brownstone bouse has been hired, the interior 
of which looks like a millinery, dressmaking, 
and talloriug establishment, which bas come 
into collision with a dress-goods store and been 
„ telescoped by it. Here are from seventy- 
five to eighty women on the different floors 
handling the most magnificent fabrics, cutting 
out dresses, sewing, embroidering, fitting; 
stitching away at the leather * jerkins 
covered with leafiets of steel plated 
brass which are to clothe the warriors 
ef the stage, or folding and packing up the fin- 
whed costumes. The most expensive stuffs 
have been used—velvets, silks, materials 
woven of gold and silver thread, some of them 
costing over $20 a yard. And the draperies of 
the ballet! They look positively as if they bad 
been spun trom the substance of dreams. I 
never saw more exquisit tints or airier prod- 
ucts of the loom. A great deal is to be made 
of the baliet in the new opera; and, while bal- 
lets are not in the highest sense artistic or in 
accord with the most poetic development of 
the musical drama, they will doubtiess add 
much to the attractiveness of the orm- 
ances. Itis intended eventually to have the 
whole ballet composed of American girls. 
There are forty-eight Americans in it alreauy. 


II. 

In the lofts ot several theatres scenepainters 
have been working madly for weeks to prepare 
the drops, “wimgs,”’ and flies for the 
American opera. Hughson, Hawley, the Voegt- 
Uns, Goatcher, Maeder—in fact, all the best 
scenic artists—bave been employed. Then, be- 
sides, certain painters of easei-pictures, men of 
tho highest training, who exhibit at the Acad- 
emy of Design, William Lipincott, Louis Tit- 
fany, and Thuistrup, bave supplied designs for 
the landscape and architecture. One of tne 
most curious adjunets of the opera is an 
old abandoned church in Bleveath 
street, near Third avenue, which 
has been occupied by a4 regiment 
of carpenters and other artisans, who mapu- 
facture on the spot every conceivabie article 
of stage furniture.

Well, it costs a good deal. I am assured that 
$120,000 has been .aid out already on the prep- 
arations. But, then, the projectors have got 
plenty of money and are in no hurry about the 
return. They don't even expect the season 
of forty nights scattered along from Jan. 4 to 
April 17 to pay for itself. One of the gentle- 
men interested bas given $16,000 and 16 said 
to be ready to honor drafts for $35,000 
more. Mrs. Thurber, also, is doubtless 
putting in large sums. Her husband is 
a partner in a ~well-known wholesale 
grocery firm of immense resources and a 
leader of the anti-monopoly party in this State, 
which claims to wield a great political power. 
He is something of a theoretical Socialist, too, 
although he not on that account cease to 
bea capitalist. \It isan exceliect thing that 
part of a great fortune aceumulated from gro- 
ceries should be poured into the veins of art. 
The vital principle of art is imagination, but 
the blood which keeps it omg is fluid gold. 
And just now there seems to be lots of fluid 
gold for American opera and American sing- 
ers. Let us hope that the movement will ex- 
tend to the encouragement of American com- 
posers also. The new scheme embraces an 
Awerican school of music for training singers. 

If it had not been for King Louis of Bavaria 
Richard Wagner could never have achieved bis 
great works. And if it bad not been for bis 
predecessor Munich would not have bad its 
great school of pain and sculpture. True, 
the present Louis of Bavaria has become in- 
sane. But men who build big boteis are 2 
to go crazy too; and, on the whole, w 
develop art by liberality perform a serv- 
ice to mankind than those who build big hotels, 
What we need in the United States is a few 
more men and women with big big 
hearts, and big purses, who—whether sane or 
otherwise—will determine to build up a Nation- 
al Iterature as well as a National school.of 
music and painting by offering money prizes 
and abundant opportunities to native talent.

An Ex-Convict’s Story of His Trials 
and Tribulations While Serv- 
ing at Jolict. 


How the Assistant Physician Treats 
Rheumatism—Made to Work or 
Neglected While Sick, 


Complaints of the Brutality of the Guards— 
tive. 


An ex-convict of Joliet, aman with more 
than usual education, writes an account of his 
experiences at the prison and of the alleged 
brutalities he claims to have suffered there. 
After making due allowance for exaggeration 
it still remains an interesting story. The 
reader must bear in mind that the prison 


authorities look with suspicion, which experi- 


ence has made justifiable, upon all claims of 
sickness made by convicts, and that to this is 
due much of the harshness complained of. 

After a brief tribute to the many excellent 
personal qualities of Warden Modlaugury the 
writer proceeds to recount his errival at the 
prison and the preliminary tortures he was 
subjected to in the following words: 

Nov. 4, 1882, I was with about twenty oth- 
ers transferred from the Cook County Jail to 
the State Penitentiary at Joliet, and I must 
bere state that previous to my removal and 
during the three months I was confined in the 
jail awaiting trial 1 suffered more or less from 
rbeumatism, After being transferred to the 
custody of prison officers we were immediate- 
ly bathed, etc., and, after being properly 
clothed, were taken to the ‘ solitary’ to receive 
our tickets entitling each one to certain priv- 
lieges, conditional upon good conduct, and to 
receive also a lecture delivered upon this oo- 
casion by the assistant deputy, Albert Gar- 
ven. He stated That now. they had us com- 
pletely in their power we wouid find no court 
of appeal. They had the right to take life if 
needed,’ and much more to the same effect. 
The Deputy, John McDonald, who was present 
all this time, now directed each one in turn to 
step forward. My turn came, and on stepping 
forward I was asked what 1 did outside. 
* Bookkeeping,’ 1 replied. The deputy turned 
to his assistant, ironically, and inquired, 
Where did you keep books?’ I told him, and 
‘Harness!’ was grunted out, and I was then 
directed to step back in line.“ 

The chief cause of complaint here encoun- 
tered would appear to be in the deputy’s 
“turning ironicaliy”’ to bis assistant and im- 
peaching the veracity of the writer. The lat- 
ter goes on to relate his sufferings durm his 
initiation into the mysteries of the lock-step.“ 
“IT was undergoing ag ony, be says, for the 
soothing effects of a warm bath, and the ex- 
citement was Wearing away, and Nature began 
asserting itself. In spite of all I could do iu 
an endeavor to control myself, and, by an ex- 
ercise of strong will, conquer the demon rbeu- 
matism, my joints became so stiff that I could 
scarcely walk.“ He was requested to fall in 
with the rest of the sick men and marched off 
to the hospital, being, as be says, pulied for- 
ward in front and pushed from behind. He 
continues thus: 

“When my turn at the bospital came, and 
my name was called, 1 limped out, and was 
asked by Dr. Campbell, *‘What's the matter 
with you?’ ‘Rheumatism,’ was my answer, 
and without even a cursory examination as to 
my condition be shouted to bis factotum 
Sterne: Give him a dose of the battery, and 
a good strong one.’ The instructions were im- 
plicitiy obeyed. Iwas then ordered back to 
my shop. On my return tothe collar-ebop I 
was directed to report to George Walker, 
guard of the harness-shop, which I did, and 
alter some time was placed at work. I was 
still growing stiffer. The fever was gaining 
headway, and I was suffering much more than 
before. 

ANOTHER VISIT TO THE DOCTOR. 

“IT worked, or tried to do so, accomplishing 
but little. About 11 o’clock I was taken out 
of the shop by Albert Garvin, assistant dep- 
uty, and again marched to the hospital. We 
there saw Sterne, the pbysician’s assistant, 
alone, who said, 80 you think you can play 
off on me, do you?’ Iremained silent, and 
was kept waiting while the gentleman pro- 
ceeded to make a cardboard funnel, the use 
for which I afterward found out. When this 
was finished he and Garvin ordered me to ascend 
the bospital stairs. 1 was there directed to 
undress and lie upon a cot whilst Sterne ad- 
ministered an anesthetic, under which influ- 
ence I believe Iremained about twenty min- 
utes. When 1 regained my senses I was di- 
rected to dress, and escorted by the assistant 
deputy to the outer door of the hospital-yard 
and told that if | showed up there again he 
would put meinirons. I did show up again, 
alter putting in one of the most miserable 
days Lever experienced, made doubly unen- 
durable by the execrations of Foreman Mike 
Lang, who could not pass me without coursing 
me. After such treatment, and after having 
told the whole truth of the matter as to bow 
I was suffermg and the cause therefor to the 
assistant deputy, to the guard, and to the 
foreman; after they had quizzed my cellmate, 
Philip Calbery, only to learn that he bad 
to undress me and put me to Obed 
in the cell-house, because of my utter 
helplesness, I decided to let matters take their 
course, trust to God, and not again appeal to 
thé sympathies of brutes. The following 
morning, about 11 o'clock, the guard again sent 
for the assistant deputy. I was hustled out of 
the shop and down-stairs on the wuy to the 
‘solitary,’ when Deputy MebDonald happened 
to pass along, and he inquired of Garvin 
whither be was bound, O, only to put this 
feliow in,’ was the reply. The deputy took a 
look at me, and then directed Garvin to take 
me to the bospital. 

was ordered te report toa cell-house 
guard, and placed in a sick cell, where I re- 
mained ior over two months during the cold- 
est part of that winter, where, ali the windows 
being thrown open for ventilation, it was 
impossible for a sick man to keep warm. There 
I put in the whole time, with the exception of 
an bour or so some days when I was allowed 
to go to the hospital, when I should have been 
there if not the whole two months at least the 
gwreater part. When I asked for the use ot a 
cruteb or stick to take the weight of my body 
off my painful ankles and feet I was denied it. 
When I asked tor a change of diet because my 
stomach was too weak to retain the prison fare 
I was denied, and for the better part ot two 
months lived on bread alone, wasbed down 
with boot-leg coffee or water—a choice diet for 
a sick man toregain strength enough to pull 
through a sentence of imprisonment which 
impairs the vitality of the strongest. 

MEDICINE AND OTHER THINGS. 

The author of the letter also “kicks” at 
the quality of the medicine furnished him, 
pronouncing it “at times 60 strong that his 
stomach rebelled, and at others so weak as to 
be useless. I had, no less than three different 
kinds of powder the doctor's ‘ grab-box,’ 
when it was his mtention only to serve one 
kind. I couldn't complain about the assort- 
ment, but it appeared to me as though business 
was condu somewhat loosely by the medi- 
cal staff. 

The writer is exceptionally bitter in his com- 
laints as to the custom among the medical 
taff of bantering the sick men. Then be gues 

on to tell how he was put back to work in the 
barness-sbop long before his health and 
strength returned, his weakness and conse- 
quent inability to perform the necessary labor 
procuring bim more curses than kindness. 

He finds cause for further complaint in the 
number and ill assortment of the characters 
who at different times sbared his cell with bim. 
He had eleven cell-mates during the period of 
his incarceration, and these ne ciasses as 
“some of the most depraved beings it has ever 
been my to come into contact with.” He 
battled bravely with this evil, however, but, as 
be expresses it, had I not set my face resolute- 
ly against evil in the future such associations 
would bave undoubtedly had a pernicious in- 
fluence.”

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THE NEW SCIENCE HALL AT MADISON, WIS. 


How the Building Which Is to Replace the Famous Burned Structure Will Look When 


The Arrangement of the Various Departments.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 2.— Special Corre- 
spondence. ] — Work on the new Science Hall at 
the State University. Madison, is progressing 
slowly, and the building will not be fully com- 
pleted before the end of the present yoar. 
The accompanying iijustration shows how the 
new hall, which is to take the place of the fa- 
mous old structure destroyed with its valuable 
contents by fire some time ago, will look when 
cowpleted. It will contain the departments of 
physics, engineering, geology, and zodlogr. 
The plan of the building is that of a central 
body with two wings, somewhat similar to that 
of the burned Science Hall. The dimensions 
are 203 feet front witha length of wing 126 
feet, and a hight of three stories above a base- 
ment. The material is to be stone. The base- 
ment is faced with granit from Berlin, Wis.; 
the stone for the superstructure has 
not yet been selected. The buiiding will 
be as thoroughly fire-proof as possibie, 
The floors win be protected by hollow 
brick, etc.; the stairs will be of iron and slate; 
no elevator or other openings will be lined with 
combustible materia); the roams will be lined 
with brick or bol'ow tile instead of lath and 
plaster, and the building wil! be divided by 
several fire-walls. In its elevation the building 
differs greatly from the former Science Hail. 
The central part of the building, about forty- 
five feet square, which contains the entrance 
ball below, 1s carried above the rest of the bail 
into a tower. This has in its fourth story an 
art-gallery and above this a high attic story. 
On each side of this central portion the front 
falis back fifteen feet for a distance of thirty- 
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one teet, or as far as to the wings. These com- 
paratively narrow parts of the centre building 
contain the smaller recitation rooms, labora- 
tories, etc. The wings are carried torward to 
the line of the main entrance. The whole is 
covered with a roof of steep pitch. There is. 
little attempt at outside ornamentation, and 
for its architectural effect the building depends 
on the treatment of the roof and the bold 
projections of the wings and centre. 
Care has been taken that the construction 
shail be as solid and permanent as possible. 
The interior arrangement will be seen 
from the plans. The main stairs are placed in 
a projectiom from the centre of the building 
into the courtyard, and, with the entrance hail 
and a straight corridor from wing to wing, 
comprise nearly all the space given up to hals. 
There is a circular staircase at the rear of each 
wing and outside the building, which gives in- 
dependent access to all of the floors. The de- 
partment of physics has a large lecture-room 
on the first floor. The seats rise to the rear of 
the room, thus giving a good view of the 
lecture table from all parts. The table is sup- 
ported on piers trom the basement, thus reo- 
dering it perfectly firm for experiments. The 
apparatus and preparation rooms adjoin the 
lecture-room; and rooms for physical experi- 
mentation are provided in the basement as 
well as on the first floor. In the engineering 
rooms the basement is occupied by a large en- 
gineering laboratory, where experiments iu 
testing strength of materials, etc., will be car- 
ried on, and by an engineering museum. On 
the first floor the chief room is the draughting- 
room, which will accommodate eighty students. 
Besides these, there are in all the depart- 
ments offices, lecture-rooms, and small work- 
rooms. The department of geology and min- 


oralogy occupies the entire second floor. The 
lecture-room is 44x34 feet and occupies the 
centre of the building, midway between cabi- 
net and laboratory. The oabinet- room includes 
the entire south wing. making a room 121x40 
feet and affording ample space for a large col- 
lecuon. The laboratories are in the north 
wing. The principal rooms are the large min- 
f#ralogical laboratory, which will easily accom- 
modate forty to fifty students, and the labora- 
tory for microscopic lithology. The third floor 
is given to zodlogy and allied studies. The ar-

building rises into a fourth story, which in- 
cludes one large room devoted to an art gallery. 
Above this are attic rooms, which will be used 
for spectrum analysis. The building will be 
heated by steam, and the ventilation will be 
thorough as possibile; a large su of 
warm air will be furnished at all times. 

the buildings are to be heated from a single 
boiler-house, which is placed in the rear 
Science Hall. 


in my cell. At that time consumption had 
made its ravages upon him, and it was easily 
observable, even to the unpracticed eye, that 
death had already macked bim, at noo distant 
day, for its own. And, although a man of 
over six feet in stature, he could not then have 
weigbed more than ninety pounds. This man 
they had frst in a sick cell, then, after a long 
while, he was taken in the hospital for afew 
days, then turned into a sick cell again, and 
then back with me and working in the yard, 
sometimes breaking stone, sweeping, cleaning 
lime off old brick when the new wash-house was 
being built—which job so used bim up that he 
objected to doing any more of such work, 
complaining to Guard Connors that he pre- 
ferred the solitary punishment to the suffering 
caused by the lime-dust affectin® his lunge; but 
still he was kept at it. Three men, ali suffering 
from bieeding at the lungs, were sét upon this 
job by Guard Connors—Parker and two others 
named respectively’ Kelly and Hudiow. The 
two former died not long after; the third Saw 
just before leaving Joliet, and altbough treated 
better than the other two he looked nearly 
dead. 

After mentioning one or two other cases of 
lesser importance allusion is made to the 
infrequency of the Chaplain's visite ta 
the convicts, many of whom, says 
the writer, never saw his face for 
months at a time except Sundays at chapel. 
Assistant Deputy Garvin is accused of baving 
pounded a convict’s head against the wall of 
the prison-yard on or about June 10. 1883, and 
other cruelties, such as prodding and kicking 
convicts, are hinted at. For proof of all that 
be charges the writer refers the curious to the 
record book of the Prisoners’ Aid Association, 
where names, he says, will be found of ex-con- 
viots who will corroborate all his statements. 
He also, for a similar purpose. gives the names 
of the following convicts now serving in the 
prison: R. H. Johnson, John Kubelia, David 
Sully, George Jones, Henry MeLellan, 
Wail, —— Ellis, and W. H. Lyle. 


MR. PARNELL, 


GEORGE WILLIAM CURTIS’ TRIBUTE 
“IRELAND'S UNCROWNED KING.” 

Mr. Parnell is undoubtedly one of the per- 
sonages of the time. There are not many at 
any time, and they do not always pass into the 
Pantheon when they die. Lord Beaconsfield 
was unquestionably one toward the close of 
bis career, but he will hardly remain, like 


Chatham and Burke. Mr. Parnell, however, 
although an active figure in contemporary pol- 
ities, and therefore, like all such figures, some- 
what belittled by imperfect knowledge, has ap- 
parentiy au extraordinary opportunity. The 
man who brings the long and trying Irish and 
Euglisb question to a satisfactory conclusion 
will be associated with a great historic event 
and become a historical figure. 

At this moment Mr. Parnell holds an actual 
power in Ireland which is perhaps essentially 
greater than that beld by Mr. Gludstone in Eu- 
giand or by Bismarck in Germany, because it 
rests upon the virtually undivided confidence 
of his countrymen. Both Gladstone and Bis- 
marok bold their own against large and organ- 
ized parties. But while the Ulster Irishmen 
do notall follow Parnell, the overwhelming 
dritt of Irish sympathy is with him. He has 
virtually dictated the selection of almost ali of 
the Irish members of Parliament, and they are 
all pledged to obey him. One correspondent 
calls him the most powertul Irish leader since 
the Conquest. It is certain that with little of 
the eloquence and personal popular charm 
which have distinguished the Irish leaders 
since Flood, he is stronger any, and the 
hope which bas inspired them all, and whien 
bas survived centuries of apparent hopeies- 
ness, seems about to be fulfilled by the cool, 
dry. impassive Parnell. 

His skill bas been shown by his use of his 
opportunities. Clearly to perceive the situa- 
tion and thoroughly to comprebend your re- 
sources and the effective way of applying them 
is the secret of leadership in statecraft as 
elsewhere. Parneli believes that every advan- 
tage, or, as be holds, every right of Ireland. 
has been extorted from England by annoying 
her. He knew the bitter conflict of parties in 
England and he saw that the Irish vote saolds 
the balance of power in Parlament. To make 
that vote absolutely his own; to cast it solidiy

A NOTED CHESS-PLAYER, 


JOHANN H. ZUKERTORT. 

Dr. Zukertort, the great chess master, who 
is to play a match with Herr Steinitz, his great 
opponent, bas arrived in New York. The 
match is to begin the first Monday in January 
(tomorrow), and involves the world’s cham- 
pionship, as far as play over the board is con- 
cerned. The match will continue until one of 
the players shall have won ten games, unless 
the score should stand nme to nine before the 
final game is to be played. In this contingency 
either player bas the option of calling the 
match a draw. The first part of the match is 
to be played in New York, the second in St. 
Louis, and the concluding portion in New Or- 
leans. It is estimated that the result will be 
known by the middle of March. Dr. Zuker- 
tort, who is to play Steinitz, who has been so- 
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journing in this country for some time, is con- 
sidered by many the greatest living exponent 
of the play. His only rival is Steinitz. Zuker- 
tort, who is aman of delicate health, belongs 
to the modern school, and employs strategy in 
his playing, which, however, is not devo‘d of 
flashes of great genius. In the great Interna- 
uonal Tournament at London in 1883 he won 
the first prize, although ten days before the con- 
clusion of the tournament his health gave out 
and he was compelled to dose himself with poi- 
sonous stimulants. He had, however, gained 
such a commanding position that, notwith- 
standing the fact that be lost many of the 
games succeeding his breakdown to the most 
interior players, he came off victorious. 
Steinitz won the second prize, being closely 
pushed for it by Blackburn. Previous to his 
breakdown Zukertort attained an unequaled 
score, gaining twenty-two games and iosing 
one. Since thf tournament Steinitz nas, how- 
ever, made progress, and the result of 
the match will be watched with great interest.

Lots in Nineteenth, Twentieth, and Twenty- 
first streets, between Fifth and Sixth avenues, 
are now worth about $20,000 apiece, without 
reckoning the value of the buildings.

Lots in Six- 
teenth street, between Seventh and 
Eighth avenues, are now valued at 
about $13,500, and a lot at the corner 
of Fourth avenue and Fiftieth or Fifty-first 
street is worth about $15,000. Inside lots in 
Fourth avenue, between Fiftieth and Fifty-first 
streets, are worth about $10,000, and the same 
valuation applies to lots in Fiftieth and Fifty- 
first streets, between Third and Fourth avenues. 
In Fifth avenue the city lots between Fifty- 
sixth and Fifty-seventh streets, including the 
corners, would now bring an average of $100,000 
apiece, in place of the $575 in 1847. Asfor 
the junction of Fifth avenue and Fifty-eighth 
street, where $500 was paid for a lot in that 
year, the present value of one of the corner 
lots, fronting the plaza, is at least $150,000, 
while either of the other corners is worth at 
least $100,000. An inside lot m Fifth avenue, 
near Kighty-sixth street, would now fetch 
000, instead of $505, and one at the corner 
of that street and avenue is worth about $60,- 
000, instead of $510. 


JOHN PLANKINTON, 


A STURDY, WEALTHY, AND PUBLIC-SPIRITED 
CITIZEN OF WHOM MILWAUKEE IS JUSTLY 
PROUD—HOW THE MODEST BUTCHER BE- 
CAME A MILLIONAIRE. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 2.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|—John Plankinton is the second 
richest of Milwaukee's score of millionaires, 
and is one of the most popular and progress- 
ive residenw of the city. He is eminently 
a self-made man, and his millions were made 
by his own industry. Alexander Mitchell is 
the only other man in this part of the country 
who is richer than John Plankinton. Mr. 
Plankinton lives in a mansion on Grand ave- 
nue, and his residence is the finest in the city. 
The story of Mr. Plankinton's life is most 
interesting. He is almost as well known to 
Chicago business-men as to Milwaukeeans. 
He came to Milwaukee from Pittsburg on the 
steamer Great Western in 1844. Milwaukee 
was then merely an overgrown village. Mr. 
Plankinton opened a butcher shop in a small 
frame building on the spot that is now 
No. 5 Grand avenue. He leased the 
ground for $60 a year, and in just fourteen 
days from the time of his arrival had 
erected a shop that cost him $110. His capital 
was barely $450, but his success was instanta- 
neous, his first year’s sales amounting to 
$12,000. An old settier, in speaking of a scene 
in the littie shop a few days ago to a newspa- 
per correspondent, told this interesting story: 
Forty years ago yesterday afternoon 1 
dropped intoa little meat market on Grand 
avenue to buy a Christmas turkey. Counting 
the proprietor, there were six of usin that 
meat market. Five of us were there on about 
the same errand. A short, well-built, ruddy- 
faced Scotchman said: ‘John, tomorrow is 
Christmas. Cut me off the best beef roast you 
bave in the shop.’ Jobn did as bidden, and the 
young banker, Alexander Mitchell, put the 
roast under his arm and walked home. Lou 
mar give me a good turkey.” All right. I 
have some fine ones here; take your pick,’ and 
Abner Kirby took a fourteen-pound turkey and 
went his way. I think I'll take a pair of those 
chickens, John,“ and E. D. Holton, with the 
poultry by the legs, wended his way homeward. 
I've had pretty good luck the last week, John; 
I think Tl have two kinds of meat to- 
morrow. You may give me that ten- 
pound turkey and a pork roast. Byron 
Kilbourn took his two packages and went 
home. I was not as rich as the other fellows, 
so I took a small pork roast and piece of liver.” 
Mr. Piankinton ran his little shop until 1849, 
when he commenced the slaughtering and 
packing husiness. In 1850 be formed a part- 
nership with Frederick Layton, under the firm 
name of Layton & Plankinton. In 1860 they 
dissolved partnership, and the business, which 
had now grown to large proportions, was con- 
tinued alone until 1863, when Pbilip D. Ar- 
mour became a partner. Armour was then a 
rising young man, and his shrewdness and 
sagacity were early displayed in the mapipula- 
tion of things. At this time there were only 
three establishments of the kind in the coun- 
try which were larger. In 1880 the three es- 
tablishments had grown to such proportions 
that their business aggregated the enormous 
sum of $12,000,000. A year or so ago Mr. 
Plankinton and Mr. Armour dissolved partner- 
ship, the former simply retaining bis vast lo- 
cal interest. It was stated at the time that Mr. 
Plankinton had ail the money he wanted and 


didn’t care to be bothered with such enormous { 


business interests as the operations of his 
house entailed. He reorganized his home in- 
terests and now quietly looks after them. 

Mr. Pilankinton was born 


66 years old. He bears his age 
lightly and does act look to be near so old. 
His habits are regular as clock-work and ne 
seems in the very prime of life. Mr. Plankin- 
ton is a large, weil-proportioned man, and the 
portrait of him here given is a first-class like- 
ness. His face is smoothly shaven, his eyes 
are a bluish gray, and his black hair is tarnmg 
gray.

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OUR LAWMAKERS, 


Personal Views of the Men Who 


Legislate for the American 
People. 


The Few Who Do Not Sink into Me- 
diocrity When They Reach 
Washington. 


Statesmanship—Brains and Expe- 
rience t. 


. C., Deo. 30.— [Special to 
ournal.]— The personnel of 
Congress a study that never ends. New 
features crop out as old ones are discussed, and 
there is always something novel coming to the 
front in the vast and unparalleled aggregation 
of living curiosities, as Mr. Barnum remarks 
in his show bills, which constitute the Nation's 
Legislature. 

Some men who are never found out bave 
some latent merits to which an unseemly mod- 
esty forbids popular recognition. Others, 
again, have merits which are discounted and 
thrown into the shade by too great forward- 
ness. But Congress is a very poor place for 
modest men. It is not uncommon to hear it 
spoken of as a cirous, a bear-garden, and other 
things which do not convey the idea of dignity 
to the mind of the listener or reader. There is 
a pretty good reason for such disparagement as 
this it must be confessed, Visitors are not in- 
frequently shocked upon witnessing for the 
first, time the appearance and conduct of the 
House of Representatives. 

An ideal is formed by people living in remote 
places from the Capital of the great represen- 
tative body of the Republic, sitting at Wash- 
ington. If distance lends enchantment to a 
romantic subject, it is no less true that there is 
a certain romance in politics and statesman- 
ship which is hightened by distance. One is 
much more likely to have a high regard for 
statesmen a thousand miles off. cf whom the 
ideal is formed from reading and correspond- 
ence, than if the person obtained his ideas 
from personal observation. A Congressman 
is a big man a good piece off from Washington 
in the rural districts; but what a fall is there 
in his greatness when he comes to the Capital 
and mingles with the other 324 fellows holding 
the same bonors. 

There are never more than ten or a dozen 
really great men in Congress at once, and they 
are almost without exception men who bave 
developed into greatness through long service 
in the councils of the Nation, All the power- 
ful men in Congress are men who bave been 
repeatedly returned by their constituents, 
until tuey have by a long course of study and 
long-continued practice in the methods of 
legislation become qualified to be useful to 
their districts and to the country at large. 

THE EVILS OF ROTATION. 

The system of rotation is the greatest enemy 
of statesmanship under the republican system, 
No man can come to Washington and stay twe

experience.

The third term of service begins to make a 
statesman out of aCongressman if there is 
auything in him to develop, and if there is not 
itis found out by that time. Ten or twelve 
years of study and experience give him gravity 
and consequence which entitie him to atten- 
tion, and when he speaks he is likely to say 
something worth remembering over night. The 
public is doubtless in almost total ignorance of 
the sad effect upon the intellectual and polit- 
joal character of Congress brought on by the 
practice of rotation in office. It keeps down 
the standard of the body almost to the point of 
mediocrity. 


THE FATE OF NEW MEN. 

New men making pretensions to leadership 
in Congress never sustain themselves long. It 
is too much like the apprentice teaching the 
master. There are notabie instances of this. 
One was the eminent lawyer, David Dudley 
Field, who came to the last part of the Forty- 
fourth Congress as the personal representative 
of Mr. Tilden. The fact was at once recog- 
nized by the leading Democrats of the House. 
Col. Morrison, Mr. Randall, Proctor Knott. 
Randolph Tucker, and Fernando Wood consid- 
erately stepped back to make way for the great 
New York advocate. All deferred to him as a 
man who could safely lead the turbulent Dem- 
ocratic element of those stirring times. But 
the manner in which Mr. Field led his side of 
the House is known in history and need noi be 
repeated. 

episode shows that a Very eminent man 
in tne province of the law may prove to bea 
great failure as a political leader. 

The stonemason, Mr. Murch, came to Wash- 
ington with the great reputation of having de- 
feated Eugene Hale, and ot being the only le- 
gitimate pretender to the leadership of the 
workingmenu’s interest of his time. But if any- 
body can tell who was a flatter man than Mr. 
Murch two months after he struck Wasbing- 
ton, he should have a chromo for his smart- 
ness. There are other instances, but not 


many. 

Mr. Evarts in the Senate is coming sus- 
viciously near to the danger-line in this cate- 
gory of fallen leaders. He has political wis- 
dom, some experience in politics, and a great 
deal of sagavity both as a professional and as a 
man of the world, and these qualities may save 
him; but on the other hand he is bucking up 
against some old-timers, who are a little dan- 
gérous for a political novice to fool with. 

THE VALUE OF LONG SERVICE. 

Long service makes men capable of good 
work. This one fact probably accounts more 
satisfactorily than any other for the — 
which the high-tariff interests have hela for 
many years upon the Government. A glance 
at the make-up of Congress from this stand- 
point will open the eyes of some people. Judge 
Keliey, the “father of protection,” has been 
in Congress continuously twenty-four years;

in this interest, twenty-two years; Mr. O'Neill. 
from Philadelpbia, twenty years. Senator 
Dawes of Massachusetts bas seen twenty-nine 
years’ service in the two Houses of Congress, 
and his colleague, Senator Hoar, seventeen 
years. Senator Frye of Maine has served 
eighteen years in both branches, and his Sena- 
torial partner, Eugene Hale, fifteen. Senator 
Morrill ot Vermont has seen more Congres- 
sional service than any man in the history of 
Congress except Thomas Benton of Missouri. 
Mr. Morrill’s record just now equais Benton's. 
He has served twelve years in the House and 
eighteen in the Senate. His colleague, Judge 
Edmunds, bas served twenty years in Wash- 
ington. Senator Sherman has served twenty- 
six years. 

On the other band, but few of the men repre- 
senting the adverse idea to high protection 
have been in Congress long. Senator Beck has 
served Kentucky seventeen years at Washing- 
ton and Col. Blackburn ten. Col. Morrison has 
been coming here now fourteen years. Gen. 
Maxey, now in the Senate for Texas, bas served 
eleven years and Judge altogether 
fourteen years, though a part of this time was 
put in before tne War.
